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1. This Office action is in response to the application filed September 15, 2003. This 
application claims the benefit of application 60/41 1,047, filed September 16, 2002. Claims 1-23 
are pending. 

2. Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims recites a 
keyboard for use with a medical software program that includes two sets of keys with different 
distinguishing characteristics wherein the first set includes an icon and the second set includes an 
indication and wherein the first set controls an image display function and the second set controls 
an image navigation function. While various prior art references teaches some limitations, none 
teaches or suggests the combination. Freedman teaches a computer keyboard with icon keys, but 
there are no distinguishing characteristics between the keys and the keys do not perform the 
claims functions. Belzer teaches a keyboard with icon keys and color-coded keys, but does not 
teach the use of such keys for a medical software program or the particular claimed functions.
